Delegates -will be selected to at- 
tend a state meeting to be held at Indi- 
anapolis for the same purpose. 


WITH Mr. Payne a candidate for 
United States senator and Mr. Halstead 
running for governor, i>olitics will fairly 
boil in Ohio next year. 
Although 
eighty years of age Senator Payne an- 
nounces that he will seek • a re-election. 


IT is the sacred and sworn duty of 
public servants to enforce the laws as 
they find them. 
If there are objection- 
able statutes and ordinances the fault 
lies with the legislatures and councils. 
There let the people seek relief and 
wreak their vengeance. 


IT is the plainest proposition of our 
popular government that there are no 
privileged classes. 
Let all alike hew to 
the line of duty, observe the laws, do. 
unto others as we would have others do 
unto us and these rules of right will 
lea<i the community to better and hap- 
pier results. 


THE Clark thread works at Newark, 
N. J., have just reduced the wages of 
their spinners from $5.18 per 100 
pounds to S4.40, a difference of about 15 
per cent, and still thread is protected 54 
per cent, by the republican high tax 
laws.

The famous thirtieth Indiana regi- 
ment was organized on the site of the 
fair grounds August 20, 1861. 


Sion S.' Bass was colonel, J. B. Dodge, 
lieutenant and O. D. Hurd, major. 


The r^;iment at once went into Gen- 
eral Grant's army. Its first great battle 
was at Pittsburg 
Landing. 
There 
Colonel Bass was mortaUy wounded and 
Major Hurd's horse was killed under 
him and the officer for bravery was 
made a lieutenant colonel, but at Mur- 
freesboro he was wounded again. 


At Atlanta Capt. H. W. Lawton was 
promoted to colonel and at this battle a 
recruit from Fort Wayne, named Mc- 
Mahon, distinguished himself by rush- 
ing into the rebel lines. 


McMahon went on, paying no atten- 
tion to dangers and was the first man in 
the rebel works, using his gun as a 
shiUalah and yelling like an Indian. 
After the fight was over his clothes and 
accoutrements 
were found to be 
pierced -with bullet holes, but his person 
was unscratohed. 


He was chided for rashness by some 
comrades who hid behind stumps, and 
retorted: 
"And now will some of yees 
be afther tellin' a poor divil how to kill 
ribbels and watch stumps at the same 
time ?" 


At Stone Biver Private Toomey, an- 
other Fort Wayne Irishman, did a brave 
act. 
One day a rebel officer was riding 
along their line. 
Toomey and comrade 
fired on him and the horse and rider 
fell. Like a deer Toomey started for 
the officer and into the rebel ranks be 
ran. The soldiers -were puzzled but 
opened fire on thé rash fellow. Toomey, 
however, thi-ew himself beside the horse, 
pulled a water proof overcoat off the 
officer, took a wateh and flask of •«'hisky 
from him, and with his plunder ran 
back to the union lines 
without a 
scrateh, although a thousand bullets 
were aimed at him.
